We arc not opposed to territorial expaniloa 


when It t*ke» In dwlrable tcnltory which can b« 
erected into states I.« the Union and whose people 
are willing and fit to become American citi~i.'H5. 
We favor expansion by eveiy peateful and k-giti- 
mate meant. 
But we are unalterably opposed to 


the scizinc; or purchasing of dinUnt islands to b« 
jcovci-ncd outside the constitution and whose peo- 
ple ean never become citizens. 


We ore in favor of extending the republic's in- 


fluence among tbe nations, hut believe that influ- 
ence should be extended not by force and violence, 
but through tin- persuasive power of a high and 
honorable example. 


The importance ot other queslions now pending 


before Hie American people in in nowise diminish- 
ed, and the Democratic party takes no backward 
«tep trorn iti position on them, bul Ihc burning 
issue ot Imperialism glowing out of the Spanish 
war involves the very existence of the republic 
and the dcslructlon ot our free institutions. We 
regard It as the paramount issue ol the campaign.

' "One day the Boston express ran into 
Waterville aiid after the regular ten 
minutes for refreshments started for Au- 
gusta. She hadn't gone 50 yards before, 
easily, gently, even complacently, the en- 
gine went off the track as calmly, ns 
though that was the way she usually did 
things. 
A hasty examination showed 


that half of the flange on one of the for- 
w;ard wheels of the pony truck had bro- 
ken off. They sent posthaste for an- 
other truck, jacked up the engine and 
put it in place of the injured one, and 
the train was soon on its way again. 
Then they started to find out the place 
where the flange had dropped off. 


"The road runs across the Kennebee 


just north of the railroad shops, and from 
the shops to the station it is a perfectly 
straight track. It was supposed that the 
break hud occurred somewhere on that 
straight line, as it seemed impossible for 
the engine to hold the track on a curv* 
with only half a flange ou its front wheel.

Teutonic Commanders Receive Lew* 


Than Diltlmli Contcmpoiarle*. 


It will be interesting if we compare the 


status and pay of German otficers of the 
navy with those serving in the British 
marine. A German admiral of the fleet 
receives £600 per annum, a free furnish- 
ed house, firing and light, £80 for car- 
riage hire nnd table money and allow- 
ances, nn additional £900. llis total in- 
come, therefore, is £1,580 per annum. A 
British admiral on the home comujand 
receives from £3,420 to £3,907. The Ger- 
man captain's salary is £390, that of the 
Englishman £410 to £620. A German 
lieutenant iu command has £195, an Eng- 
lish lieutenant in the same position £201 
to £274. A chief inspector of machinery 
afloat in the British navy has £639, in 
Germany only £330. A British fleet sur- 
geon has £403 to £002, a German £390. 
It will thus be seen that the British offi- 
cers, all through, are in a better pecunia- 
ry position than those in the German 
fleet. German marine officers are usually 
taken from the same rank as in England. 


Before becoming a midshipman or sea 


cadet, ns he is called in Germany, the 
youth who intends to devote himself to 
the navy must be able to pass a satisfac- 
tory examination on the le\el to which a 
fifth form boy at an English public school 
has attained. His first year's service is 
spent in study and militaiy exercises on 
shore, the study of the English language 
being a prominent part of his work. He 
is then placed on a training ship for a 
year, and after passing a satisfactory ex- 
amination he is removed to the marine 
school for another year. The technical 
knowledge obtained here is then employed 
for two years at sea, und should the can- 
didate for the naval Tprofession prove 
himself competent he is promoted nt the 
end of these two years to the rank of 
lieutenant. During the first ten years of, 
a German naval officer's career his in- 
come falls short of his expenditure by a 
sum of £500; that is to say, in addition to 
his pay he requires, on an average, £50 a 
year to keep him. In the British service 
the average expenditure of an officer in 
addition to his pay is £95 a year.—Lei- 
sure Hours.

At my request for an explanation she 
added, "He is insane, is crazy, a luna- 
tic." The mystery was not dispelled, but

In that instant I saw what it is to be 


"insane," "deranged," "alienated," "cra- 
zy," "mad," ^"a lunatic."

subject and consulted the best authori- 
ties, and I do not wonder that none, of 
the teachers of my childhood could define 
insanity, for no definition exists that in- 
cludes all that this word suggests and 
nothing more.

KANTAS CITY, Jnly 6.—The democrat 


ic national ticket was completed this 
afternoon by the nomination of Hon. 
Adlai E. Stevenson for vice president. 
The nomination was made on the first 
ballot, state after state joining in the 
wild scraoible to record their, support 
of it. While the proceedings were not 
marked by such frantic demonstration 
as in the previous stages of the conven- 
tion, still tbo nomination followed u 
spirited and, at times, highly dramatic 
contest between the 
supporters of 


Stevenson, Hill, Towne and the other 
candidates for the honor. The ovation 
to Mr. Hill, in its spontaneity and en- 
thusiasm, was ons of the most notable 
developments of the entire convention. 
It was a dramatic scene, when, finding 
vain bis protests against putting his 
name in nomination, the New Yorker 
ascended the platform and in tones 
w hich left no doubt as to his sincerity, 
earnestly besought the convention not 
to nominate him. At tbo close of the 
convention, the general public was ad 
mitted to the body of the hail and 
great crowds poured iu. At the end ol 
the roll call Stevenson Lad 559 and one- 
half votes, which was short of the nee 
ossary number. Then a strong lunged 
delegate from Tennessee arose and an- 
nounced that Tennessee changed her 
votes and cast them all for Stevenson. 
When Alabama yielded to Minnesota 
and the latter placed in nomination her 
champion of silver republicanism and 
democracy, Charles A. Towne, there 
ensued a great demonstration. It was 
noticeable, however, that the euthusi 
asm was not widespread among those 
who were about to vote.

All Hope of Their 'Sdfetjr Ha<i 


Been Abandoned. 


MANY GEAVE EUMOE8 AFLOAT. 


One Soyv 'Women Were Outraged 


and Children Tortured by Peltliiie 
Blob—Emperor Affuln Suld to Have 
Killed Hlmaelf. 


London, July G.—The story that all for- 


eigners lit Peking were murdered on Jiinn 
30 or July 1 appears to be circulating 
fciniultatteousily at Chefu, Shanghai and 
Tieu-tsiu. Yet as it is not confirmed by 
official dispatches and is not traceable to 
the southern viceroys, who are still in 
certain communication with Peking, there 
is a basis for the hope that it is untrue. 


Cautious observers at Shanghai recog- 


nize that even though these reports are 
rejected events in Peking must be gal- 
loping to a tragic end. 


The Shanghai correspondent of The 


Daily Telegraph wires .under date of 
July 4: 


"Yuan Shikai. governor of Shangtung, 


telegraphs the French consul here that 
Prince Tuan is preparing an edict or- 
dering the extermination of all foreign- 
ers'. 
This is probably intended to pre- 


pare the public for the worst news. 


"Chinese cumulative reports, which arc 


generally believed here, declare that all 
the foreigners in Peking have been mas- 
sacred. 


"The safety of all foreigners in north 


China depends upon Japan's prompt ac- 
tion." 


The correspondent of The Daily Mail 


at Shanghai, telegraphing un<ler date ol 
July 5, 12:10 p. m.. says he believes that 
when official information conies iegard- 
ins Peking it may include news of the 
outraging of English women and tlio 
torture of children. 
It may almost be 


taken for granted, he as«erts, that all the 
foreigners in Peking have been wiped 
out. 
These are the whisperings of star- 


tling rumors in the native quarters, and 
it must not be forgotten that the tele 
graph lines over which nloue the new 
c.'tn come are solely in the hand** of tlu> 
Chinese. The native rumors are likely to 
have their source on u solid basis, uml 
the native officials are believerl to lie pre- 
paring the way for the reception of nens 
Ot the greatest crime of the century. 


Taoti Yu admitted to the correspondent 


that the caw of the European^ in Peking 
is nttcrlj hopeless in hi.s opinion. He be- 
lieves that if they have not yet been mas- 
sacred it is only n mutter ol' hours be- 
fore they will be. 


A letter brought by courier from Pe- 


king received in Shanghai on July 4 bays 
the Boxers are gathering huge forces 
about Peking, re-enforcements are ai riv 
lug from all directions. This is taken to 
indicate a concert of action among the 
nobles, who are believed to have thrown 
in their lot with the Boxt'i's. The em- 
ppror and the empress dowager, the leUoi 
says, are cornpU-tely undor the thumb ot 
Prince Tiiiin ami Yuug-Ki. 


Two Manchim who have arrived at 


Shanghai certify to the truth of thostiito- 
incut (hut Prince Tuan visited the pa luce 
and offered the emperor ami the duwagei 
empress the alternative of poison or the 
sword. The emperor, they say, took poi- 
son and died within an hour. The dowa- 
ger onij-reMi also chose poison, but crafti- 
ly swallowed only n portion of what was 
offered her and survived. On the same 
day the Chinese customs bin can was de- 
stroyed, Sir Robert Hart, tho inspectoi 
of customs, and his stuff escaping to tlir 
legations. 


Clroat alarm is now felt for the allied 


forces in Ticn-tsin. A dispatch to Berlin 
snys their retreat to Taku 1ms been cut 
off and that they nro surrounded, the Chi- 
nese artillery dominating the foreign con- 
cessions. 


There arc 12,000 foreign troops at Tien- 


tsin. The Chinese operating against them 
uow probably number at least 100,000.

These occupations range all the 
way from street sweeping to millionaire 
financiering and include cab driving, car 
driving, being porters, barkeepers, clerks, 
merchants, doctors, lawyers and editors 
As professional politicians they have had 
no peers in the history of the world. 
They may be said to have a g'-nius for 
>o)it:cs. 


And the Irish who have not flocked to 


ihe towns are doing remarkably well 
'(,'hey are fanners all over the country, 
and their success in the north Atlantic 
division of the country, on farms that 
were no longer profitable under native 
management, has been most notable. As 
husbaiidmen they are frugal without be- 
ing niggardly. Their remarkable political 
strength is due to the fact that they linvu 
kept together when it came to voting 
more consistently than any other people. 
Thackeray says somewhere, his obsservu- 
tiou being of the Irish in London, that 
there never was an Irishman so poor that 
he did not have another Irishman who 
looked to him for employment and s-np- 
port. This was a tribute to their loyalty. 
their friendliness and generosity.—Ains- 
lee's Magazine. 


IN THE FACE OF DANGER. 


Brooklyn at X 


Washington, July I!.—News of the ar- 


rtvnl of the armored cruiser Brooklyn at 
Nagasaki, Japan, with Admiral Uemey 
of the Asiatic siinadron in command, w:ib 
received by the secretary of the navy last 
night. The Brooklyn is cm her way to 
Taku, to which place she was ordered on 
the 24th of June, after the administration 
received a dispatch from Admiral Kempft. 
telling of the ambuscade near Tien-tsin 
in which a number of men of Major Wal- 
ler's command were Killed and wounded. 


Tlic Boer Wnr. 


London, July 0.—The cordon around 


General De Wet appears still to be wide, 
at least he has not yet been cornered. 
Dispatches from the front, except ofliciitl 
ones, deal with trifles or vague probabili 
ties. The Daily '.telegraph's Lourenc-o 
Marques correspondent attempted on Ju- 
ly 4 to interview President Kruger at 
Watervalouder. I-Ierr Kruger was there, 
but he deputed State Secretary Reitz to 
talk. The secretary said: "We do not 
need to discuss peace. President Kruger 
wishes, through me, to repeat what he 
has said over and over again. The South 
African Republic will fight for indepen- 
dence as long as 500 burghers remain 
alive, and even then will continue to fight. 
Such is our decision.'' Dr. Conan Doyle, 
writing to tho British Medical Journal, 
says he thinks that there were 10,000 to 
12,000 cases of enteric fever at one time. 
Six hundred patients died at Bloemfon- 
tein in one month. Dr. Doyle declares 
that the physicians did all they could. 


A Sea of Blazing Oil. 


New York, July (i.—A million and a 


quarter of dollars' damage has IfTfeudy 
been done and a number of persons have 
been severely burned by the fire that 
started in the works of the Standard Oil 
company at Constable Hook, near Bay- 
onne, N. J., early yesterday morning. 
Twenty-one largo oil tanks, 15 Union 
Tank line cars, the crude oil refinery, the 
compound sweating plant, the pumping 
station, a Hungarian tenement and a 
saloon have been utterly destroyed, and 
the contents of the huge oil tanks .ire 
burning in a sea of flame covering over 
100 acres. 


The Oreuroii Afloat. 


Washington, July 6.—The navy de- 


partment has received news concerning 
the Oregon which caused Secretary Long, 
Assistant Secretary Hnckett and all the 
naval officers who 'heard it to rejoice. 
The news was contained in the following 
cablegram, dated July 5: "Wilde an- 
nounced Oregon floated this afternoon, 
fumps contro! water.

CONJURING'CLIMAXES WHICH WERE 


NOT ON THE BILL- 


ROSALIND IN AHDEN< 


How Herrmann Once Toolc *n Im- 


liromiHu Uiidi—A Menu Trick: That 
\Va» Feriietrutc-a ou Ue Grlny—Feuti 
TUot Eec-koued DeutJi. 


Professional magicians are invariably 


very smart and cautious 
individuals. 


Their tricks are generally well practiced 
11 private before being introduced to 
the public, which* no doubt accounts for 
the t'ac-t that they are, as a general rule, 
carried out successfully. 
In spite of 


their elaborate precautions to avoid fail 
ure, however, some of the cleverest con- 
jurers occasionally meet with mishaps 
during the course oC their performances 
uud thus treat their audiences to some 
startling or amusing unrehearsed effects. 


Herrmann frequently introduced into 


lis entertainment the trick of producing 
:wo large goldfish bowls. Advancing to- 
ivard the footlights with a large shawl, 
ic would \vave the latter mysteriously 
n the air and suddenly produce from its 
folds a glass bowl' tilled with water, in 
which a number of live goldfish were 
complacently swimming. This he would 
)lace upon the table and repeat the wav- 
ing motion with the shaiil until he had 
produced another similar bowl of gold- 
ish. 


A complete examination of the work- 


ng of this trick need not be given here. 
Suffice it to say that it was accomplished 


y previously covering each of tho bowls 
with an india rubber 'cover, which pre- 
vented the water from escaping when 
:he bowl was inverted. 
One of these 


jo\vls was concealed under each armpit, 
mderncalh the vest. The bowls were, 
of course, easily taken from their hiding 
aluces under cover of the shawl, the india 
rubber cover being removed beneath the 
cloth before the bowl was exposed to the 
view of the spectators. 


The trick \\as a very effective one and 


rarely failed to elicit a round of applause, 
jut one evening a ludicrous mishap oc- 
curred which not only spoiled the tritk, 
nit also resulted in the comp'ete discom- 
jture of Herrmann. 
On this occasion 


10 had just succeeded in producing the 
first bowl when by some unfortunate 
mischance the cover slipped off the sec- 
ond, with the natural result that the con- 
tents of the bowl w^re impartially dis- 
tributed about the luckless performer's 
body, filling his shoes and thoroughly 
saturating his clothes. It is almost su- 
perfluous to mention that tliis incident 
concluded the evening's cnterliiinmcnt so 
far as Herrmann was concerned. 


ew modern prestidigitators employ 


confederates during their performances', 
for, although such assistants can genernl- 
y be relied upon to play their parts satis- 
factorily, yet at times, through, accident 
nr d'.sign, they fail to carry out thnr 
instructions, and so ruin instead of assist 
the trick in which they take p;iit. Some 
years ago, for example, De Griby. a very 
popular performer, included in his repor- 
lory a trick in which a confederate was 
instructed to hand up an imitation gold 
ting vhcn De Orisy required it. 
The 


mngicinn got through his performance 
all right until lie came to thu aforemen- 
tioned ring trick. Stepping among the 
spectators, he blandly requested the loan 
of a ring, taking care, of course, to select 
tho one offered by his confederate. With 
this ring ho performed an excellent triclc 
(the details of which need not bo describ- 
ed) nnd then smilingly handed the ring 
back to his COD federate. 
The latter ex- 


amined" it with apparent surprise, and, 
assuming an indignant air, asked: 


"What does this mean? I gave you a 


valuable gold ring, set with diamonds, 
and jou return me a worthless imita- 
tion." 


The wizatd was naturally astounded 


by this impudent assertion, but it was 
obvious that he could uot expose the 
confederate without also exposing him- 
self. 
Iu nn undertone he entreated the 


man to cease his foolish conduct, but he 
would not be silenced until De Grisy had 
reimbursed his supposed loss. 
The con- 


federate then left the theater nud was 
never been there again, but it afterward 
transpired that a rival magician had 
bribed the man to thus1 bring about the 
ridicule of De Grisy.

formers. 
Kor the benefit of those who 


have never witnessed this trick we had 
better explain that it consists iu the per- 
former loading a pistol with a leaden 
bullet and allowing one of the specta- 
tors to Ore at him. when he catches the 
bullet between his teeth. 
The secret of 


this trick lies in the fact that in loading 
the pistol the magician deftly substitutes 
a bullet made of black lead for the lead- 
en bullet. The black lead bullet is crush- 
ed to a powder with the ramrod, while 
the genuine bullet is secretly slipped into 
the conjurer's mouth as he walks up the 
stage. Beautifully simple, isn't it? Yet 
in spite of its simplicity accidents will 
happen. 


Some time ago a conjurer was present- 


ing the trick iu a provincial theater, and, 
as usual, he handed the pistol to a young 
man for the purpose of firing. While 
the conjurer was returning to ihe stage 
the man who was holding tho pistol in- 
troduced another bullet into it. Tbe pis- 
tol was then discharged, and the bullet 
crashed through the brain of the unfor- 
tunate conjurer, who fell dead upon the 
stage. 
Many of the spectators fainted 


at the horrible sight, and the man who 
had fired the pistol was immediately ar- 
rested, but as he succeeded in convincing 
(he jury that he was uot aware he was 
doiug anything w.roog he was acquitted. 


Still more tragic was another case in 


which an ingenious performer resolved 
to introduce a variation of the bullet 
trick. 
He "made up" to represent the 


historic William Tell, and each night he 
would shoot an apple from the head of 
his son. the bullet being afterword found 
imbedded in the apple. 
The feat was, 


of course, nothing more than a trick. 
But one evening, through some terrible 
mistake, the leaden bullet was fired from 
the gun, the boy on whose head the apple 
rested being killed outright. 
The unhap- 


py conjurer was sentenced to six months' 
imprisonment for homicide, and shortly 
after his release from prison he died in a 
lunatic asylum.—London Tit-Bits.

Sullivan, too, came with 
thoso that Leo bud tried to lead, and then 
it was i'ound that tho terms of thoso very 
troops were expiring acd that by the now 
year ho would bo left with only 1,500, al- 
though at the moment he had between 
5.000 and 0,000 men still with him and in 
outlying detachments.

Half a. dozoii coolies will squat round a 


bucket of steaming rico und from four tc 
six small savory dishes of stuwed cubbage, 
onions, scraps of fat pork, cheap iihh, ate. 
They fill thoir bowls a, discretion from tho 
bucket. 
They help themselves discreetly 


with their chopsticks from tho various rel- 
ishos provided. 


On ordinary occasions even a wealthy 


Chinaman will sit down to some such sim- 
ple faro, scr\t'd indued on a tablu instead 
of on tlio ground, but in almost equally 
simple style. It is only when a banquet is 
substituted for tho usual meal that eating 
is treated seriously ns a fine art, in a man- 
ner worthy its importance to tho human 
raco.

tweoti 2 and 4 p. m. and will remain 
steadily at tho tablo until any hour fron; 
10 p. in. to midnight. 
Pipes are lighted 


between tho courses, and a whiff or two of 
light tobacco smoke is inhaled into tho 
lungs, while within easy roach of tjio ta- 
ble, if tho festivity is at all on a grand 
scalo, the deafening noise of a theatrical 
performance continues almost without in- 
termission.—Now York Ledger.

COMMISSIONER OVERRULED. 


The supreme court of the state has 


handed down an opinion that is of con 
sidorablo importances.^ The action grew 
cut of a decision of tbo insurance com- 
missioner in holding that the creation 
of a new department of business by a 
bond company vitiated its license to do 
business in the state. 
The United 


States Fidelity and Guaiantee company 
of Baltimore was licensed to do a bond 
business in New Hampshire. 
Subse- 


quently it established a branch" of in- 
surance against burglary and on being 
notified of tho fact Insurance Commis- 
sioner Linehan ruled that under the 
terms of its charter and of tho insur- 
ance laws it was estopped from f arthar 
transacting business in the state, and 
revoked its license. The company filed 
a demurrer against such action, and 
the notice from the court was that the 
demurrer had been sustained.
